(BQ-RAP) has been underway 
to help restore water quality 


’ and environmental health in 


the Bay. An integral part of 
BQ-RAP is completing and 
eae a Fish Habitat 
Plan. The inten- 
tion of the Fish Habitat Man- 
agement Plan is to protect and 
restore nearshore fish habitat - 
the shallow margins of the Bay 
to a depth of about 2 meters. 
Nearshore fish habitat is criti- 
cal to the maintenance of self- 
sustaining fisheries in the Bay 
of Quinte, as it is in virtually 
all other freshwater ecosystems. 
Fish use nearshore habitat for 
spawning, nursery, and rear- 


ing, and some species spend 


their entire adult life cycle in | 


nearshore waters. The health 
of nearshore waters is critical 
for fish habitat, yet, this is the 
area most often disturbed, de- 


- veloped, or even destroyed for 


human purposes. 


The Bay of Quinte Fish Hab; 
itat Management Plan is cur- 
rently in the draft stage. BQ- 
RAP, the Federal Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans, and 
the Ontario Ministry of Nat- 
ural Resources are the main 
agencies involved in drafting 
the Plan. However, developing 
the draft involved input from 
resource users - commercial, 
recreational, bait and native 
fishermen and the general pub- 


lic. Before the Plan is finalized 
and implemented, wide con- 
sultation will again take place 
involving all concerned and 
interested parties. 

When the Bay of Quinte Fish 
Habitat Management Plan is 


‘completed, it will provide guid- 


ance to agency managers of fish 
and fish habitat, contractors 


working near the water, de- 
velopers, municipalities, and 
shoreline landowners. Areas in 
need of restoration will be iden- 
habitat will be protected. The 
final Plan will ensure that pres- 
ent and future generations can 
enjoy the pleasures of a healthy 
aquatic ecosystem and the use 
of a stable, diverse fishery in 
the Bay of Quinte.

the emergency ‘i supplies and 
the General Secretary of the Sri 
Lanka YMCA is coordinating 
relief efforts in the South where 
YMCAs were heavily affected 
(Negombo, Dehiwela, Mora- 
tuwa and Galle). 

In India, four YMCA cen- 
tres are taking care of emer- 
gency relief work in the form 
of collecting and distributing 
clothing, medicines, sleeping 
mattresses, emergency light- 
ing and the YMCA ambulance 
of Gandhidham has been dis- 
patched to work in heavily af- 
fected Kulachel. 

The Medan YMCA in Indo- 
nesia is distributing blankets 
and food and providing medi- 
cines and clothing in the most 
affected province of Aceh. 

The Asia and Pacific Alliance 
of YMCAs is working with the 
YMCA of Thailand to engage 
in relief work in Phuket and 
affected coastal areas; and in 
Malaysia, the Penang YMCA 
is taking steps to rehabilitate 
people in the affected areas. 

The World Alliance of YMCAs 
(based in Geneva, Switzerland) 
of YMCAs are developing acom- 
prehensive work plan together 
with the affected YMCAs. The 
plan will be in three phases: the 
first phase is immediate emer- 
gency relief; the second phase is 
phase is long-term rehabilita- 
tion and reconstruction. 
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funds for all three phases and 
coordinate with the Asia and 
Pacific Alliance of YMCAs in 
the assessment of needs in the 
most affected countries. The 
Asia and Pacific Alliance of 
YMCAs will coordinate with 
local government and non-gov- 
ernmental organizations in the 
affected areas to ensure that all 
efforts will help the survivors to 
recover as best they can from 
the severe devastation. 

“In Sri Lanka the death toll 
is now up to 23,000 people and 
our YMCA colleagues wonder 
when that number will stop 
rising, when will the spread of 
disease begin and the death toll 
soar from that,’ Mr. Janzen says. 
“The YMCA of Sri Lanka has 
let us know that they have al- 
ready distributed hundreds of 
dry rations, baby formula and 
bottles, clothing and medicines 
to people in Galle and other af- 
fected areas. 

He says they are trying to 
provide survival kits and are 
opening temporary soup kitchen 
stations and are looking at the 
seling and reconstruction. They 
also report that they have had 
an “immense response” from 
YMCA youth in non-affected 
areas who are coming to vol- 
unteer, collect goods and sup- 
plies in their communities and 
forming teams to help. 

“They just hope that their ef- 
forts will be strong enough to 
prevent more loss of life, and 
they know they are looking at 
years of rehabilitation of the 


communities they live and work 
in,” says Happy Mireault, Di- 
rector Development, YMCA 
Northumberland. 

In Northumberland, they 
are asking our staff, volunteers, 
members and community to 
consider joining us in our sup- 
port of our YMCA partners in 
southeast Asia. 

They will be sending financial 
support through YMCA Can- 
ada directly to our colleagues 
and their efforts in Sri Lanka, 
India, Malaysia, Thailand and 
Indonesia. Already over $26,000 
has been donated by YMCA as- 
sociations across Canada..

Choke and colic are more common in the winter as water 
consumption decreases. This means less fluid in their digestive 


tract, allowing food to get stuck 


Choke occurs when a horse cats dry food and it gets stuck part way 
down the esophagus. The horse will be very uncomfortable; they 
will cough, gag, and have feed and saliva coming: from their 


Be EB postrils. It is an emergency requiring immediate attention. To treat, 


Ma veterinarian passes a tube through the esophagus and flushes it 
with water until the blockage 1s felieved 
Prevention of choke involves several key elements. Slowing their 
consumption of concentrates, and adding water to pelleted or cubed 
feeds in the winter greatly reduce the incidence of choke. Never 
feed beet pulp without soaking it in plenty of water for at least 12 
hours. Large objects in the feed bucket will slow the rate that he or 
she eats. Dentistry to fix any problems ensures that food 1s chewed 
properly so that it won't get caught halfway down! 
Watch for a later article that will discuss impaction colic. If you

Nine provinces have signed 
on to the various elements of 
the strategy that best meet the 
needs of their industry, under- 
lining the inherent flexibility of 
the strategy to accommodate 
the unique situations in differ- 
ent provinces. 

Almost all provinces are tak- 
ing part in either one or both of 
the set-aside programs. Under 
the fed cattle set-aside program, 
371 producers have already reg- 
istered to take part in the weekly 
auctions that began on Octo- 
ber 11, and 439 bids have been 
received to date. Producers in 


katchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia are taking part in the 
feeder calf set-aside program. As 
of December 10, 9,560 applica- 
tions have been received to set- 
aside 445,235 feeder calves. 

Efforts to increase domestic 
slaughter capacity are also con- 
tinuing. Since the September 10 
announcement, the CFIA has re- 
ceived two requests for approval 
of new beef slaughter establish- 
ments. Both of these establish- 
ments have been registered and 
are now operational. 

The Loan Loss Reserve Pro- 
gram is also now in place to 
encourage lenders to support 
projects to increase ruminant 
slaughter capacity, including 
expansion and construction of

ties. Already, industry has ex- 
pressed considerable interest in 
the program. 


Producers Benefit 

Producers are also continuing 
to benefit from payments under 
the Canadian Agricultural In- 
come Stabilization (CAIS) pro- 
gram and the Transitional Indus- 
try Support Program (TISP). As 
of December 12, $573 million 
has gone out to producers un- 
der CAIS through interim pay- 
ments for 2003 and 2004, final 
payments for 2003 and the re- 
cently announced 2004 CAIS 
Special Advance. Final payments 
under TISP were sent out on Oc- 
tober 15, 2004, resulting in an 
additional $159 million to over 
80,000 producers of cattle and 
other ruminants under the Di- 
rect Payment component and an 
additional $62 million to more 
than 173,600 producers under 
the General Payment component 
of the program. In all, TISP has 
now paid out more than $822.5 
million to producers across the 
country. 

In the meantime, progress 
is being made to re-open the 
U.S. border and to expand ac- 
cess to other export markets. In 
the U.S., an important step to- 
wards the normalization of trade 
was achieved on November 19 
with the referral of the BSE rule 
from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) to 
the United States Office of Man- 
agement and Budget (OMB) for 
final approval. 

The review by OMB represents 
one of the final stages of the US. 
regulatory process. While the re- 
view could take up toa maximum 
of 90 days, it may take less. Once

the review is completed and the 
rule published in the U.S. Federal 
Register, it can come into effect 
after a 60-day period. 

Most recently, Cuba has agreed 
to accept Canadian beef and beef 
products from cattle of any age 
with minor exceptions and to 
accept Canadian pet food that 
does not contain meat and bone 
meal of ruminant origin. Build- 
ing on this agreement, Cana- 
dian and Cuban officials hope 
to agree shortly on certification 
requirements that would per- 
mit the shipment of live Cana- 
dian cattle. 

In Asia, Hong Kong has 
agreed to immediately resume 
trade in Canadian boneless beef 
from animals under 30 months. 
Two protocols have been signed 
with China to facilitate the re- 
opening of that market for Ca- 
nadian bovine semen and em- 
bryos. Taiwan has confirmed 
its intention to conditionally 
grant Canada access for bone- 
less beef; a team was here the 
week of November 22 to take 
a first-hand look at Canada’s 
food safety and animal health 
measures. And, in Japan, tech- 
nical-level discussions are con- 
tinuing with the aim of start- 
ing two-way trade in beef and 
beef products. 

Since May 2003, federal and 
provincial governments have 
committed up to $2.5 billion for 
BSE-related industry support ini- 
tiatives above and beyond exist- 
ing business risk management 
programming and have worked 
collectively to assist Canadian 
producers through this difficult 
period. This is evident in the on- 
going progress being made un- 
der the Repositioning the Live- 
stock Industry Strategy.

OTTAWA--- The results of 
Statistics Canada’s 2004 Farm

Crichton bent over quickly, 
pulled something hastily from 
beneath his foot and dashed for 
the washroom. No one other 
than him, except perhaps the 
person who dropped it could 
say for certain what it was that 
was on the floor in the library 
that day, but rumour has it 
that it was a certain, shall we 
say ‘appliance’ which we now 
show, kids in health class and 
beg them to wear which some- 
one had partially unrolled and 
dropped there. 


That, for me, defined Crich- 
ton; the man who would go 
to any extreme of discomfort 
rather than take the chance 
of causing anyone embar- 
rassment.

“The Friends of the Library 
have lost a friend and supporter 
with the passing of Crichton 
Harrop and we extend our sym- 
pathy to his family. Crichton 
was a reader at our concerts 
and a judge in our children’s 
story contest. He attended at 
every function we organized 
and was always interested in 
what we were doing. One of his 
ambitions was to read for us ‘A 
Child’s Christmas in Wales’ by 
Dylan Thomas.” Avril Sexton 
for the FOL, (Friends of the 
Library). In his memory the 
FOL offer the last paragraph 
of that story: 


“Always on Christmas night 
there was music. An uncle 
played the fiddle, a cousin sang 
“Cherry Ripe? and another un- 
cle sang “Drake's Drum." It was 
very warm in the little house. 
Auntie Hannah, who had got 
on to the parsnip wine, sang 
a song about Bleeding Hearts 
and Death, and then another 
in which she said her heart 
was like a Bird’s Nest; and then 
everybody laughed again; and 
then I went to bed. Looking 
through my bedroom window, 
out into the moonlight and 
the unending smoke-colored 
snow, I could see the lights in 
the windows of all the other 
houses on our hill and hear 
the music rising from them up 
the long, steady falling night.

“Crichton was very gener- 
ous. He forgot there is only

He would also discuss it 
with Kiwanian Garry, because 
he was in the same pool. ~~ 

Crichton will be missed by 
the members in more ways 
than one, but memories will 
always remain.”

Members of the Madoc Ki- 
wanis speak highly of their fel- 
low Kiwanian respecting the 
man's generous nature, while 
smiling at his outlandish side. 
President Shawn Adams for 
the Kiwanis remembers the 
man, not only as a fellow Ki- 
wanian, but as a teacher and 
Librarian at the school. “He was 
always riding his bike around 
town...He would take kids to 
England, a group of students 
for about a month, maybe 25 
to 30 kids he was responsible 
for...It came from the good- 
ness of his heart.” 

Crichton was President of 
the Kiwanis for two years ina 
row. At his death, he was Di- 
rector and has been involved 
with the Kiwanis for ten years.

Iraq Vs. Tsunami: 
The Duplicity Of 
The Media 

lam forwarding the Stirling News 
Argus an article written by Mike 
Whitney which I feel is an impor- 


rant message for your readers to 
reflect on... 


The American media has 
descended on the Asian tsu- 
nami with all the fervor of feral 
animals in a meat locker. The 
newspapers and TV's are plas- 
tered with bodies drifting out to 
sea, battered carcasses strewn 
along the beach and bloated 
babies lying in rows. Every as- 
pect of the suffering is being 
scrutinized with microscopic 
intensity by the predatory lens 
of the media. 


This is where the western 
press really excels: in the cele- 
bratory atmésphere of human 
catastrophe. Their penchant for 
misery is only surpassed by their 
appetite for profits. 


Where was this “free press” 
in iraq when the death toll was 
_ skyrocketing towards 100,000? 
So far, we've seen nothing of 
the devastation in Falluja where 
more than 6,000 were killed and 
where corpses were lined along 
the city’s streets for weeks on 
end. Is death less photogenic in 
iraq? Or, are there political mo- 
tives behind the coverage? 

Wasn't Ted Koppel comment- 
ing just days ago, that the me- 
dia was restricting its coverage 
of Iraq to show sensitivity for 
the squeamishness of its audi- 
ence? He reiterated the mantra

that filming dead Iraqis was“in 
bad taste"and that his American 
audience would be repelled by 
such images? How many times 
have we heard the same rub- 
bish from Brokaw, Jennings and 
the rest of their ilk? 

Well, it looks like Koppel 
and the others have quickly 
switched directions. The tsu- 
nami has turned into a 24 hour- 
a-day media frenzy of carnage 
and ruin, exploring every facet 
of human misery in agonizing 
detail. 


The festival of bloodshed is 
chugging ahead at full-throttie 
and it’s bumping up ratings in 
the process. 

Corporate media never fails 
to astound even the most jaded 
viewer, Just when it appears that 
they've hit rock-bottom, they 
manage to slip even deeper into 
the morass of sensationalism. 
The manipulation of calamity 
is particularly disturbing, espe- 
cially when disaster is translated 
into a revenue windfall. Kop- 
pel may disparage “bad taste’, 
but his boardroom bosses are 
more focused on the bottom 
line. Simply put, tragedy is good 
for business. 

When it comes to Iraq, how- 
ever, the whole paradigm shifts 
to the right. 


The dead and maimed are 
faithfully hidden from view. No 
Station would dare show a dead 
Marine or even an Iraqi national 
mutilated by an errant American 
bomb. That might undermine 
the patriotic objectives of our 
mission: to democratize the na- 
tives and enter them into the 
global economic system. Be- 
sides, if iraq was covered like the 


tsunami, public support would 
erode extremely quickly, and 
Americans would have to buy 
their oil rather than extracting it 
at gunpoint. What good would 
that do? 

Looks like the media's got it 
right: carnage |S different in Iraq 
than Thailand, indonesia or In- 
dia. The Iraqi butchery is part 
of a much grander scheme: a 
plan for conquest, subjugation 
and the theft of vital resources, 
the foundation blocks for main- 
taining white privilege into the 
next century. 


The Iraq conflict is an illustra- 
tion of how the media is gov- 
erned by the political agenda 
of ownership. The media cher- 
ry-picks the news according to 
the requirements of the inves- 
tor class, dumping footage (like 
dead American soldiers) that 
doesn't support their policies. 
That way, information can be fit 
into the appropriate doctrinal 
package, one that serves cor- 
porate interests. It’s a matter of 
selectively excluding anything 
that compromises the broader, 
imperial objectives.

Alternatively, the coverage: 


of the Asian tsunami allows the 
media to whet the public's ap- 
petite for tragedy and feed the 
macabre preoccupation with 
misfortune. Both tendencies 
are an affront to honest jour- 
nalism and to any reasonable 
commitment to an informed 
citizenry. 


The uneven coverage (of Iraq 
and the tsunami) highlights an 
industry in meltdown. Today's 
privately owned media may bury 
one story, and yet, manipulate 
another to boost ratings. They 
are just as likely to exploit the 
suffering of Asians, while ignor- 
ing the pain of iraqis. Neither 
brings us closer to the truth. 
it’s simply impossible to derive 
a coherent worldview from the 
purveyors of soap suds and dog 
food. They're more devoted to 
creating a compatible atmo- 
sphere for consumerism than 
conveying an objective account 
of events. 


We need a media that is dedi- 
cated to straightforward stan- 
dards of impartiality and excel- 
lence, not one that’s rooted in 
commercialism, exploitation 
and hyperbole.

Impaction Colic in Horses 


As the cold weather really takes hold, horses will often drink less 
water than they should. This predisposes them to impaction colic. 
Decreased water intake results in less fluid in and around the feed 
material in the horse’s large colon. This dry feed cannot be digested 
so it builds up, stretches the intestinal wall causing pain and colic. 


Last year a record high of 
$4.8 billion was paid out in 
government programs.

On Sept. 10th, I announced 
age designed to facilitate the ex- 
pansion of domestic slaughter 
capacity, to address cash flow 
and liquidity issues faced by 
producers and to expand access 
to beef export markets.

For its 2003 program year, the 
Canadian agricultural Income 
Stabilization (CAIS) program 
has paid out nearly $355 mil- 
lion in interim and final pay- 
ments-and millions more are 
being paid out each week. In 
fact, it is expected that once 
all applications are processed

well over $1 billion will have 
been paid out. For 2004 CAIS 
more than $150 million has al- 
ready gone out to producers in 


interims and special advance 
payments. 

Production insurance, for- 
merly crop insurance, is an- 
other important tool to help 
producers manage business 
risk. Premium costs for pro- 
duction insurance are shared 
by governments and produc- 
ers. For the 2004 crop year it is 
estimated that the federal con- 
tribution to this program will 
be $370 million. 


Another useful financial tool 
that is extremely popular with 
producers is the Spring Credit 
Advance Program and the Ad- 
vance Payments Program. These 
programs provide interest-free 
loans up toa maximum amount 
to help producers meet imme- 
diate cash flow needs to cover 
seeding and storage costs.” 

For 2004 producers were ad- 
vanced a combined $866 mil- 
lion under both programs, sav- 
ing more than $5.5 million in 
interest costs. 


While the federal government 


is responding to the needs of 


producers, we realize we need to 
work together to deal with the 
long-term decline in farm in- 
come. To this end, I have asked 
by Parliamentary Secretary for 
Rural Affairs, Wayne Easter, to 
lead a process to better under- 
stand the factors contributing 
to competitiveness and the in- 
come prospects of Canadian 
farmers.

Asphodel-Norwood - Young po- 
ets can do no better than follow 
the example of Robbie Burns 
when crafting a poem. 

“Burns took things that were 
very close at hand and made 
them universal” Norwood writ- 
er and editor Mike Paterson 
said during a recent chat with 
students in Christine Wessel's 
writer's craft class at Norwood 
District High. 

Mr. Paterson was there not 
only to talk about writing but 
to encourage students to en- 
ter the Norwood Lions “Burns 
Night” poetry contest. Three 
poems will be chosen and read 
at the Jan. 22 Burns celebration 
at the town hall -- the first of 
its kind in Norwood in nearly 
50 years. 

The proceeds from this Scot- 
tish fest will go toward purchas- 
ing a “Welch Alyn Suresight 
Auto Refractor” that would be 
used locally to help detect am- 
bylopia (lazy eye). The system 
costs $10,560. 

Taking the particular and 
making it resonate is “the es- 
sence of writing, Mr. Pater- 
son says. 

“Write from your own expe- 
rience and share it;’ he told stu- 
dents, noting that Burns’ work 
is built on the indelible “spirit 
of humanitarianism.” 

“I encourage you to write 
from your own experience. 


Your own experience is what's _ 


compelling -- your insights and 
ideas will travel wider.” 

He also told them that writ- 
ing in their own idiom would 
add strength to a poem. 

“Write about something sim- 
ple, something that impresses 
you and try to make it believable 
from your own experience.” 

Mr. Paterson was born in New 
Zealand and has a PhD in Celt- 
ic Studies from the Scotland's 


Glasgow University where he 


lived for eight years. He is an 
author, playwright, poet and for 
the past 10 years has produiced 
all the content for Piping Today 
magazine out of Glasgow.

“Writing is kind of unique 
because it can actually change 
reality. Once you read some- 
thing you can never unread it. 
It actually changes the world 
and the way people see things 
and think of things.” 

Mr. Paterson told students he 
was delighted that J.R. Rowl- 
ings has had such success with 
her Harry Potter books because 
they have sort of “reintroduced 
to alot of people the idea of the 
magic of words.” 

He explored some of the lin- 
guistic roots of words with the 


class demonstrating how con- 
text can be influenced by who 
the reader is and where a work 
is produced. Words have both 
dictionary meanings and emo- 
tional value and most of al] they 
are fluid. 

“They change their meanings 
boundaries. They add new lit- 
tle insights into what they can 
mean; they are living organisms. 
Language is big, organic, un- 
ruly -- a sort of magic” 

Keeping things as precise and 
as succinct as possible is a rule 
writers should follow closely, 
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he added. 

Effective writing does exactly 
that and also paints pictures with 
its references to small details and 
attention to background. 

“You put the pace on a piece 
of writing with verbs. It's amaz- 
ing how far you can get without 
using adjectives.” 

Writing is “an expressive art” 
and writers get better the more 
they work at it. 

“Writer gathers momentum 
around the reader; you must 
feel something that adds to that 
person's life.” 

Mr. Paterson says the Burns 
Night poetry contest will be 
good for the students because 
it gives them a chance to go 
public.

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in the form of a pendant, ring or 
lapel pin.)

No more costs. We should keep 
it closed. The building here can 
be used” 

Councillor Gord Hazlett said 
that he agreed, adding that the 
legislation set in place has “in- 
terfered with the lifestyles of 
the country...It is a shameful 
act .... What they are asking is 
unreasonable.” He added that 
he would love to be able to do 
the proper thing for the Wom- 
en's Institute and say with con- 
fidence that the women would 
not contravene the regulations, 
but with the Health Unit in- 
volved, “it puts us in a diffi- 
cult spot”

Councillor Sniderhan remained 
firm that the halls had already 
cost tax payers a lot of money 
and, “I cant see risking opening 
the two facilities without doc- 
umentation and confirmation 


that this is not going to cost us 
more money. 

“Once more, we have docu- 
mentation. Bill 170 allows us 
to open...” Councillor Rollins 
remained adamant. 

“L never heard you talk about 
taxpayers dollars,” Reeve Sager 
suggested that Councillor Rol- 
lins was not looking at the en- 
tire picture and furthered that it 
was rumoured a councillor was 
“stirring up trouble....I want to 
know why Larry Rollins said 
the school would be oper af- 
ter today. 

Councillor Rollins countered 
that he had a right to speak his 
mind and articulated that he 
also was not in favour of spend- 
ing more money. 

Councillor Sniderhan re- 
ported he also had concerns 
of public health and that the 
liability would lay on the door- 
step of the Township. 

A motion was made by Coun- 
cillor Sniderhan and second- 
ed by Councillor Blackburn: 
“that the two Community Halls, 
(Hart’s- Riggs, Cooper) remain 
closed until the legislation is re- 
viewed with regard to the water 
issue and it becomes apparent 
that no further public funds are 
required to operate them. 

Three councillors voted in fa- 
vour, with one dissent - Coun- 
cillor Larry Rollins. The mo- 
tion was carried.

Responds to Tsunami Disaster 


When disasters such as the 
Dec. 26 tsunami quake strike, 
many people wonder where is 
God, or why does God let this. 
happen? It is important to un- 
derstand that God is right there 
riding the waves and suffering 
with the thousands who are suf- 
fering and dying. Natural disas- 
ters can and do happen, with 
the unpredictable nature of the

The Church has already made 
available $250,000.00 from the 
Mission and Service Fund for 
immediate aid to the affected 
areas, and has asked the feder- 
al government to match these 
donated funds. 

Some of the funds will be 
channelled to Action by Church- 
es Together (ACT), a global al- 
liance of faith-based agencies 
associated with the World Coun- 
cil of Churches. ACT has the ca- 
pacity to quickly assess and in- 
tervene in emergency disaster 
situations. 

immediately following the 
disaster on December 26, Gen- 
eral Council (United Church of 
Canada Head Office) Office staff 


began contacting partners in 
the affected areas to convey 
sympathies, gather information, 
discuss needed responsive ac- 


tion, provide damage assess- ° 


ment and immediate relief in 
the form of water, food, megi- 
cal aid. The UCC has along his- 
tory in supporting programs of 
reconstruction, capacity build- 
ing, and development and: will 
be present with United Church 
partners in the affected areas 
long after international media 
coverage has ended. 

As well, The United Church, 
as a member of the Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank (CFGB)*, is also 
engaged in discussions to ex- 
plore options for a collaborative 
response with other members 
of the CFGB and has allocated 
$100,000 (CDN) of United Church 
equity in the CFGB for the pur- 
chase of foodgrains, likely rice, in 
the affected region. The rice will 
be shared among communities 
most in need of food aid. The 
Mennonite Central Committee, 
also a CFGB member, is leading 
this initiative, the total budget for 
which is $800,000 (CDN). Efforts 
will continue to look for oppor- 
tunities to use United Church

A car retail- 
ing for say $20,000. could cost 
you 25% more in taxes, service 
the cost to $25,000. The Mafia 
has lower rates! 


Here is our Prime Minister 
spending our tax dollars like a 
drunken sailor (and I don’t mean 
just in Sri Lanka or Indonesia ) 
I'm talking about promises made 
all over the world. Promises to 
rock star Bono and others. The 
PM. first announced $30 million 
to the East Asian disaster.

As a spiritual leader, I receive 
calls, letters and messages from 
people who have been touched 
deeply by the magnitude of the 
disaster. Even as we do what 
we can -- giving generously to 
bring relief, keeping vigil with 
_ those still frantic to account 
for loved ones, trying to con- 
template the rebuilding -- we 
cannot escape this: we are dis- 
mantled inside. 

We know how the engulf- 
ment happened. There was a 
shaking of the foundations of 
the Earth and a rising of the 
waters of the sea. It did not take 
40 days and 40 nights; it took 
little more than 40 minutes to 
engulf worlds. That much is ex- 
plicable, if not imaginable. 

We do not know the why of 
it. No one is responsible. There 
is nowhere to lodge the mean- 
ing or lay the blame, except at 
the doorstep of God. Who else 
can shake the foundations of 
the world? At least the grief is 
deep, strong and true. Grief is 
best when only God carries the 
blame. It liberates the heart for 
clean anger. 

And here is something I know 
about the broken-hearted. They 
are the blessed, for-they have 
loved and been loved. They 
know that this world is no para- 
dise, but somewhere along the 
way they have encountered the 
greatest of the gifts. Ifit were not 
so, they would expect little and 
grieve less. Great grief can only 
be produced by great love. 

One young mother wrote 
to tell how she is haunted by 
the television images of par- 
ents holding their dead babies. 
Her words carry me to the deep 


into which all caring people 
have been cast. She is singing 
the ancient lament of Jeremi- 
ah for the one who has lost her 
children: “Her sun went down 
while it was yet day.’ This has 
happened. The sun has gone 
down while it is yet day. 

I cannot speak for God, al- 
though I have spent many years 
trying to listen for God. What 
I hear today is the sound of 
weeping. What I taste today 
is the salt of God’s tears. What 
I remember today is a day, we 
call it Good Friday, when God's 
sun went down while it was yet 
day. What I know today is that 
if there is a presence in all cre- 
ation that is crying, that pres- 
ence is @bd. 

I have come to believe that 


God’s ultimate commitment — 


to the world and its creatures 
is not a commitment to con- 
trol but a commitment to love. 
I believe that between control 
and love God must have had 
to make a choice. This is the 
same choice we all make. My 
own life as a parent of four has 
taught me this.

impaction Colic in Horses 


4s the cold weather really takes hold, horses will often drink less 
water than they should. This predisposes them to impaction colic. 
Decreased water intake results in less fluid in and around the feed 
material in the horse's large colon. This dry feed cannot be digested 
so it builds up, stretches the intestinal wall causing pain and colic. 

4 horse with any type of colic can show a varicty of signs: sw eating, 
watching their flanks, and rolling. A vetermanan can only diagnose 
impaction colic after a full physical examination including a rectal 
palpation 

Treatment depends on the seventy of the problem. It can involve 
keeping the horse off all feed for a number of days, giving fluids and 
oil through a nasogastric tube, even hospitalization for fluids given 
directly into the veins 

Prevention is aimed at always having a clean fresh source of water. 
Many horses really love a big bucket of lukewarm water in addition 
to their regular source. Check water sources daily to make sure they 
stay thawed! Adding moisture to concentrate feeds and soaking hay 
can be very helpful in preventing impaction colic. Adequate daily 
exercise will help to keep things moving as well.

protecting all of this farmland 
through a greenbelt area des- 
ignation. 

“Well, you can do all the des- 
ignation you want. You can put 

_all kinds of land use controls 
you want in place but if farmers 
are not making a profit on that 
land, guess what? It's not going 
to stay farming land. Farmers 
could sell it and have a big $2 
million house sitting there on 
a 100-acre piece of property 
but it won't be a farm. 

“So the message we're putting 
out to the province is this: Your 
idea is fine, it’s a great thing to 
protect farming, but you can't 
do it by simply putting desig-

nation labels on the land. You 
must deal with all of the liability 
issues and make sure all of the 
people living on the land are 
making a decent profit” 


More Dialogue Needed 

Bonnett agrees that the idea 
of a designated greenbelt came 
first, before farmers were ap- 
proached to add their input, al- 
most as though the government 
already owned the land. 

“I believe the government 
will have to recognize the farm- 
er's position in order to make 
it work or they'll have to deal 
with a lot of other issues,” said 
Bonnett. “It’s not merely a plan- 
ning issue.” 

Speaking directly from the 
auctioneer’s booth to farmers 
during the sales barn auction, 
Bonnett said that over the next 
few months the OFA would 
be contacting American farm 
organizations. Topics will in- 
clude Canadian beef supplies 
and dealing with processing 
capacities “because we have to 
get this market back where it 
should be.” 

The visit to Northumberland 
County was the early part of 
Bonnett’s province-wide tour. 
He had already visited the 
counties of Essex and Kent and 
was heading to Prince Edward 
County following his Hoard’s 
Station stop. Then his itiner- 
ary called for appearances in 
the Middlesex and Lambton 
areas. 

Talking to farmers, Bon- 
nett said one of things he 
tries to impart is an empha- 
sis on some of the successes 
the OFA has experienced as 
well as going over the impor- 
tant issues. 

“I think sometimes we get 
so caught up in dealing with 
our own problems we for- 
get to celebrate some of our 
successes.”

Alzheimer Disease has 
come a long way. 


Almost 100 years ago, Al- 
zheimer Disease was identi- 
fied. On the eve of this anni-

a role in promoting wellness 
through the integration of faith 
and health. 

“This varietv of health spe 
cialists is a real tribute to the

Rev. Jean 
Brown suggests that caregiv 
ers give themselves the gift of 
time and take advantage of the

“You can talk to others with 
similar problems. Or you dont 


have to talk, if you don't want 
to” The Nurse Practitioner says 
the support group is a relaxed 
hour with a comforting social 
time of coffee, tea and treats. 
Contronting and expressing 
seemingly paradoxical feelings 
such as love and hate; joy and 
anger or caring and frustration 
can-be freeing within the non 
judgmental group, yet it is an 
individual decision 

“You can just show up” There 
are few conditions to attend 
ing the weekly group. You do 
not have to be actively care 
giving at the present, Makosz 
explains, “but may be working 
through past feelings or a fam- 
ily member may be in a nurs- 
ing home. 

“You are the most impor- 
tant person in the life of the 
person with Alzheimer Dis- 
ease. She is relying on you for 
her care. She is depending on 


you to interpret life for her” The 
Alzheimer Society of Canada 
says that taking care of someone 
with Alzheimer Disease can be

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a demanding task. ‘It requires 
time and energy. Even if you are 
looking after someone you love, 
are young and in good health, 
giving care can be challenging. 
Many caregivers suffer health 
problems that result from the 
intense demands of looking 
after someone” 

Emotional support within a 
support group allows the shar- 
ing of experiences, while get- 
ting practical suggestions that 
can help with daily caregiving, 
while reciprocating. The Al- 
zheimer Society emphasizes 
that a support group can help 
manage stress and feel less iso- 
lated. “You may feel you need 
the support that comes from 
sharing thoughts and feel- 
ings with others. Some days 
you may need a “sympathet- 
ic ear,” someone who will lis- 
ten and not judge. Other days 
you may need a safe place to 
“ventilate.” Friends and fam- 
ily can help, or you may find 
it useful to talk to others who 
have lived with or worked with 


Smokers to be punished, 
not non-smokers protected 


Toronto - Ontario Health 
Minister George Smithermans 
statements that he plans to be- 
gin banning smoking on out- 
door patios and even in pri- 
vate clubs for smokers including 
Legions indicates his goal is 
more to punish smokers than 
to protect non-smokers, says 
mychoice.ca President Nancy 
Daigneault. 

“Not only does Mr. Smither- 
man want to push smokers out- 
side by banning even separately 
ventilated smoking rooms and 
private venues, he now wants to 
ban them from smoking in the 
open air’, said Ms Daigneault, 
whose one month old online 
smokers’ rights association 
already has 7,000 registered 
members. 

“Does it make sense for a pub- 
lic health objective to ban smok- 
ing on open air patios when 
the air is already full of exhaust 
fumes and other pollutants?” 
asked Daigneault.

“They may be intimidated by the school environment and 
may be less effective as advocates,” the Foundation says. 

So reading, a delight for many, remains a daunting task for a 
lot of people. It benefits all if the literacy gap is narrowed. Events 
rytellers, are both a celebration and telling reminder. 

Cozy up with your child and a favourite book; the benefits 
will last forever.

The Ventuta County Sheriff's ~ 
Department in Califomia reported 
that from 1970 to1991 WMI was

Even with little or no equip- 
ment and limited time, you can 
teach your dogs how to workin 
harness, and how to follow your 
commands. Most of the com- 
mands used in sled dog sports 
__ are easily taught while walking 
the dog on a leash. Learning 
gee, haw, hold tight, come gee, 
come haw, easy and other com- 
mands are very conducive to 
the special one on one relation- 
ship that a walk in the woods 
fosters. There are a few excep- 
tions to this, however. 

One command I don't recom- 
mend teaching the dog while 
working on foot (unless you are 
a VERY fast runner) is “Hike!” 
“Hike!” should mean “go as fast 
as possible in the direction you 
happen to be pointing at the 
time’ If your dogs already know 
this term, and you try giving it 
while on foot, you could very 
likely find yourself checking out 
the fine details of the granite 
rocks on the trail. If your dogs 
do not know this-term, you will 
inadvertently teach them that 
“Hike!” means to walk or trot 


at a modest pace, controlled by 
a slow moving human. 

Before you teach your dog 
any commands, it is important 
that you master their meaning 
yourself, and make sure you are 
absolutely consistent in apply- 
ing them. Don't confuse your 
dogs by calling out “gee” for 
right one time, and then say- 
ing “gee” for left the next time. 
‘That said, everyone makes mis- 
takes, so just don't discipline 
your dog for taking the wrong 
turn unless you are absolute- 
ly positive you have given the 
right command.

There's nothing mag- 
ic about these terms, so you 
can substitute other words if 
youd like. Just make sure that 
the terms you use are 1. Consis- 
tent 2. Easily heard 3. Not con- 
fused with another command 
and 4. Don't sound like the dog's 
name (the reverse holds true, 
too. A friend recently confessed 
her remorse over naming her 
dog “Hawk’, because it sounds 
like Haw).

way you must, to apply them 
consistently.

coupled with his name. 

Okay, so what voice do you 
use when giving these com- 
mands? Well, for starters, use 
your own natural voice. If shout- 
ing in falsetto comes naturally 
to you, okay, but remember that 
the dogs can hear you just fine 
even if you whisper (and the 
other mushers will appreciate 
you for it!). Use your tone to 
communicate with your dogs, 
reinforcing the terms used. 

For “Hike!”, “On by’, “Whoa, 
and “Leave it”, a more excited, 
intense tone is usually used (es- 
pecially Hike!, which is intended 
to incite a near riot among the 
dogs). For commands which 
are intended to reinforce exist- 
ing behavior, or to make sub- 
tler movements of the team, 
like “Easy’, “Gee over’, “Go on’, 
“Good dogs’, a lower, softer tone 
is appropriate. 

Terms like “On by!” and “pick 
it up” should be practiced at 
varying levels and tones, be- 
cause there are times when you 
will want to give'a quick, sharp 
command (say, to avoid tak- 
ing the wrong turn) and there 
are times when you will need 
a near whisper to guide your 
dogs. You'll want your team 
to do as you say without dis- 
rupting another team in close 
proximity (when passing, for 
instance). 

Don't feel like you've got to 
give your dogs commands all 
the time. If you chatter away 
constantly, the dogs will tune 
you out, and you'll have to re- 
sort to yelling to get the dogs 
attention when you really need 
them to respond. Most begin- 
ners speak too loudly and too 
often to their dogs, particular- 
ly during the excitement of a 
competitive situation. Practice

giving commands in a non- 
adrenaline producing setting, 
so you'll be better prepared for 
competition. 

Beginning Lessons: 

Choose a hiking (or skiing, if 
you have snow) trail with several 
intersections and varied terrain 
over a few miles. An urban park 
is fine, as is a mountain open 
space park. A campground may 
do quite well, too. 

Your dog should be on a col- 
lar and lead, with or without a 
harness. If you do use a harness, 
carry two leashes. One should 
be longer than the other. This 
way, you can attach the longer 
leash (or a Flexi) to the dog's 
collar, and the shorter one to the 
tug loop on the harness. 

With the dog on a collar and 
flexi lead or a 6 foot lead, begin 
walking, using some term like 
“Let’s go’, or whatever you say 
to your do og normally. When 
walking miy dogs on a leash, 
I tell them to “Go on” or “on 
lead”, which signifies to them 
that it’s okay to go out ahead 
of me. 

You're going to gradually in- 
troduce decision-making to 
your dog, using shaping and 
reinforcement during your 
walks. Until you are sure he 
knows the commands, you will 
set up the situation so the dog

is likely to do the right thing, 
even though he doesn't know 
what he's doing. 

About 15 feet before each 
switchback or sharp turn in the 
trail, tell the dog to gee or haw. 
For a sharp switchback, you may 


need to tell the dog “easy” after _ 


the dog has completed the turn, 
because you will need some 
time to catch up. 

At intersections, first teach 
the dog “on by’, continuing on 
straight without hesitating. If 
necessary, bring the dog back 
by your side while you guide 
the dog straight ahead. 

When you think he's ready 
for some basic decision-mak- 
ing, you can introduce a turn. 
For the first real turns (like a T 
or X or + intersection), you'll 
keep the dog ahead of you, giv- 
ing the command about 15 feet 
before the turn. As the dog ap- 
proaches the intersection, you 
will make a pronounced step in 
the direction you want him to 
turn, staying behind him. Your 
dog may look in the direction 
of the turn, and if he does, en- 
courage him softly “Good dog, 
Gee (or haw)”. If the dog stops 
because he is unsure, tell him to 
“go on’, and take another step in 
the direction of the turn, repeat- 
ing the command. As soon as

you are both through the turn, 
praise your dog. He is on his 
way to becoming a leader! 
Take several hikes or walks 
to practice this in different sit

team goes the way the musher 
commands, under all but the 
most dire circumstances. (If 
you do this training well now, 
you will trust your dog on the 
trail in an emergency when he 
insists on going a certain way, 
even though it is not what you've 
commanded. It could save your 
life to have a dog who knew 
when to break the rules!) 

You can teach your dog to 
finish the course at a good pace, 
which is something many mush 
ers like to do to re-energize a 
tired team on the race trail. 
About a hundred yards or so 
before returning home or to 
the parking lot, you can com- 
mand your dog to “go home!” 
Pick up the pace by jogging to 
the end, and when you reach 
your destination, give the dog 
a treat you left for him before 
beginning your hike. Gradually 
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increase the distance from the 
finish when you give the “go 
home” command so that the dog 
cannot see the finishing point 
yet. He will come to understand 
that the command means he is 
almost done, and will receive 
a reward for his extra effort at 
the end (good training now will 
mean many seconds saved on 
the winter race trail!) 


Helpful Pointers 

Here are a few pointers to 
ensure that you and Fideaux 
get the most out of your sum- 
mer escapades: 

* Have fun! If you're not feel- 
ing well, or are grumpy, take 
the day off. 

* Carry booties and water 
with you, along with an extra 
leash for longer hikes.
